If the theory of evolution is true, aud 
it is now an acknowledged fact of ecl- 
ence, if man hus developed from the 
mental condition of the lowest order of 
animal life to hie present exalted status, 
aod as a race le continuing in tbat de- 
velopment, where are the boundaries 
of bis intellectus! kingdom? If, as sci- 
entists a sert, our world ls only as yet 
in ita early manhood, if willions of 
yeurs will elapse before the Jaws of de- 
cadence and death will render it unfit 
for animal life, and If in there long 
epochs of time man shall continue to 
develop mentally, what are the probs- 
bilities of his future? And what may 
psychologists predict of hie Intellectual 
growth? May we not judge the capa- 
bilities of the mentallty of the coming 
man by comparing his achievements of 
to-day with those of the past, and from 
this alone would we not anticipate In 
the future an Intellectual realm as 
boundless as jofiolty itseli? 

All along the ages of the past there 
have been boro to our race prodigies of 
genius and menta) wonders that show 
what the buman mind is capable of at- 
talolug under certain unknown condi- 
tlons. These abnormal specimens of io- 
tellectual growth sre not the result of 
cerebral maiformativo or disease; but, 
like certain mountain peaks among a 
range of bilis, thelr prominence is the 
result of patural laws as fixed and cer- 
taln as those whose operations bave di- 
vereltied the surface of our plauet. 

The wonderful musical ability of 
“Biind Tom” is not a disease, but a 
meutsl power given to certsin purtlons 
of bis brains, apparently at the expense 
of the balance of his cerebral structure, 
for he is almost idiotic In all except his 
marvelous capacity for music. Bə with 
the calculating negro of Carolloa, ap 
imbecile In all else, yet he could com- 
pute vast numbers and solve the most 


problems with 
ease and wouderful celerity. In these 
instances it seems as if nearly their 
whole mental force was absorbed in the 
development of their peculiar gifts. It 
was not an unhealthy condition of their 
brain, only ìa so far as it seemed to be 
an atropby of all their cerebral organs 
except those whose unusual powers 
were the predominating intluence of 
their intellect. 

While the sclence of Parenology may 
not be true jo all that was claimed for it 
by its early a ivocates, yet it is true in a 
general sense. The difference in the 
cerebra! stru:ture of men as sbown by 
the external shape of their cranium, 
surely jiadicates that certain faculties of 
the mind are located alike In men of all 
nations; aad from the shape of the skul! 
tbe untbropologists can determine the 
peculiar mental characteristics of tbe 
mind that once Inhabited 
The dome of thought, the palace of the soul, 
That is now aa empty casket of bone. 
He can safely assert the distinguishing 
marks of developed intellect or unde- 
veloped mentality, the unmistakable ev- 
{dence of civilizitio3 or savagery. 

The perpendicular or oblique shape 
of the os-frontis 19 the certain iodicia 
of strength or weakening of intellect, 
while courage, ferocity, paucity of mor- 
al attributes, the predominance of the 
passions or crimina! propensities, platnu. 
ly leave their impres3 In tbe shape of 
the booy case that encloses the brain. 
Science has clearly demonstrated that 
the mental powers do not jcome from 
the cerebrum en masse, but that they 
are situated in diffsreot localitlea in the 
Cerebral structure. The various organs 
ofthe brain are almost a9 distinct io 
their location as the different mechan- 
ical services ia a well arranged manu- 
factory or machine shop, aud, like the 
devices, each perform a task allotted to 
it, while they are all connected together 
by a complex system of nerves and tis- 
sues, and collectively are attached to 
the myaterious engine of life force lo- 
Cated somewbere in the undiscovered 
realm of physical aud mental vitality; 
aud this thought suggests an illustration 
that may assist u3 in elucidating our 
subject. 

We enter a well constructed machine 
shop. Inthe engine room we observe 
a wonderful arrangement of moving 
pliatons, connecting rods, valves and ec- 
centrica, ail driveu by that great source 
of iifeand motiou—heat; from the driv- 
ing wheel of the engine a belt or band 
pisses to a pulley on a live of shafting 
ruuniug through the machine room. 
(This line of conducting power may 
well represent the spinal columo with 
the thirty-one pairs of nerves of motion 
and sevsation of our body) Irom its 
movlog force ganglions or belta are at- 
tached to the varlous machlues in the 
room, seltinpg them in motion, each to 
perform the mechanical functions a'- 
lotted to it. Bome of the services re- 
qulre more power to operate them than 
others, yet all are driven by one engine 
when their belts are thrown on the pul- 
leys of the “driving shaft.”’ 

The workman who is euperintendlng 
tbe planer places thereon a large und 
obdurate plate of metal, ail the other 
machines In the room belng in opera- 
tion. As soon asthe chisel touches the 
surface of the plate it ts found that the 
force of the 100 borse power engine is 
not sufiicient to perform the work of al) 
the lathes, snuedges, hammers, grinders 
and drilla with that required of the 
planer; therefure the order comes from 
the superintendent to throw off the 
belts one af.er another, from the other 
machines until It is found that the driv- 
ing power is greater than the resistance, 
when perhaps the planer alone is left 
connected with the revolving shuft, and 
then the chisel cuts through the obdur- 
ate surface of the plate as easily as pass- 
ea the plow through the farmers’ glebe. 

Now, let us suppose that the engine 
is so constructed that day by day fts 
power will increase, until the time sball 
come when Its force will exceed the re- 


sistance of all the machines in the ma 
chine room—when the planer will not 
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exbaust all its power, but only a mini- 
mum thereof, leaving the balance to be 
expended in operating the otber me- 
chanical devices attached to it; then all 
will move toygetber with the perfect 
harmony the laws of force and resistance 
--the hum of revolving wheels demon- 
stratiIng the consonance of nature’s 
unchanging decrees operating upon 
inanimate matter, 

Now let us apply the almile to the 
cerebral functions of the human brain. 
Hidden somewhere ia our physical body 
is‘tbe engine” or source of all its motion. 
power and potency; where It is located, 
or what that liviug force is no man 
Knoweth. Science has searched for it in 
vain. The scalpel of the anatomist hus 
huated for it among both dead and 
living organismsm3' and found it 
not. Invisible to the microscope, in- 
tangible to the spectroscope, defying 
the anylitical powerof chemistry, or 
the keen eyed investigation of eage or 
savant; there seated upon its throne of 
power it wields the sceptre of life and 
defies the invading presence of sctence 
or ethics. We can bound its kingdom, 
it la true, by the external limite of the 
human body, but its capital city, or seat 
of government ia terra incognita un- 
trodden by the fout of the investigator. 

Nevertheless, somewhere in our or- 
ganism is located this engine of life 
force and intellectual capacity, and 
from its “driving wheel” are thrown off 
its ganglions or nerves of motion and 
sensation; these by the mysterious me- 
chanism of our bralo, are connected 
with the cerebral organs whose action 
evolves al} our intellectual phenomena, 
all our love and hatred, passions and 
prejudices, ambitions and capabilities. 
In what we call well balanced mental 
organizations all the various capacities 
of the human intelect are moved by the 
“engine of life’ in average and bar- 
muvuious proportions; but in instances 
of the abnormal development of certain 
faculties—as in “blind Tom” aud the 
mathematical wonder of Carolina—the 
whole power of their mental engine 
seems; to be thrown ou the organa 
evolving tbeir peculiar gifts, while all 
the others remain nearly motionless 
and silent. There muy be something 
aboormal! iu the ganglionic connections 
between them aud the central engine. 
The bels may be oif the pulleys of 
jotellect of the other mental devices in 
tbe cerevral machine sbop, thereby 
concentrating all their Intellectual force 
ou the organs whose wonderful fuuc- 
tlona bave made them phenomenal; 
nevertheless it shows to what power 
and perfection the attributes of the 
mind may attaiu when operated upon 
collectively by a life engine whose 
force is sufticient to develope the maxt- 
mum capabilities of cur whole meutal 
organism. 


If the intellectual growth of our race 
shall, under the operation of tbe law of 
development contiuue for the centuries 
to come as Ít has during the 1 ope pasl; 
if the mental force of the human Intel 
l-ct shall increase with passing epochs, 
msy not the average coming man 
develop a brain power that would now 
be consijered phenomonal? Only let 
the engine grow uutil iit can operate 
all the organos of the human miud to 
their lurgest capacity, and the genius 
ot Michael! Angelo, of Polydorus, of 
Demothenes aud Shakerpear will be 
the common iuheritance of our race, 
and mau emulating the never to be 
attained powers of Him jin whose 
image he was created, would demon- 
strate the Justuess of his claim to a 
kindred immortality. 

I know that when viewed from the 
more trodden valleys of creed and dog- 
mae,this mountalu peak may seem unat 
talnable, and thls view of the ultimate 
of our ruce may sppear Utoplan. Yet it 
ia better for us to look ut the star of 
promise in the horizon of the future, 
then to Indulge in vain remorseful 
vision into the obscurity of the past; 
far better for our race to luscribe ex- 
celsior on tbeir banover of advancing 


thought, than tocry peccavi and grovel | 
in tbe dust forever. 


The extent of the growth of man’s 
advancing Intellect on this earth will 
depend upon the length of time the 
world shall continue to be the theater 
of ita action; but who cao say tLat 
even this will be tbe end of the human 
soul? That all human intellect will 
dle before it bas attalned the maximum 
of Its poaslbilities. It is apparent to the 
scientist that all material organiame are 
subject to change, disintegration, decay 
and death. This Is koown to be the 
fate of even worlds aud planetary eys- 
tems. Many of the liaws of causation 
that produce these results are known 
and calculated. Rut what scientist 
ever formulated the laws of the growth 
of human intellect or discovered therein 
evidence of its decadence in the future? 
We know that the living casket that 
contains it may die, and be resolved 
foto its constituent elements, but 
who has ever discovered in that incom- 
prehensible intelligent force called the 
soul, any innate evidence that, some- 
tlme it would sink into an everlasting 
sleep? All that disbelief or agnosticism 
can say is—*We do not know.” We 
know that the world will cease to exist 
in its present form, for we know the 
laws that trend in that direction; but 
the future of the ego is as yet a mystery 
unsolved by bope and faith, and can 
ouly be demonstrated by the acts and 
voices of spirit iife. 

How long our beautiful earth may be 
man’s abiding place none kuoweth but 
He, who hy the might of bis immutable 
law, holds our destinies in His hands, 
and who commands the winda and the 
seas and they obey him. Yet it is the 
certain demonstrations of science that 
the operations of natures well known 
forces will in the distant future render 
our world unfit for either animal or 
vegetable life. Gravity alone has, in 
the possibilities of its action, the doom 
of death to all IHving things. Every 
shower that falls carries abraded por- 
tions of the hills and mountains into 
the valleys, of the valleys into the 
rivers, and thence inato the oceans, and 
there is po compensatory law tbat will 
restore them to their present altitude 
and position. As our globe radiates its 
heat into immeasureable space the 
waters will be absorbed into ita centre, 
now a region of fervent beat. Here 
they will be retained by either mechani- 
cal or chemical combinationa with its 
elements and wiil forever disappear 
from its euface. Then like the moon, 
our beautiful green earth will become 
au arid waste with naught to tell the 
story of its past verdure and departed 
life. Even our sun is liable to the 
destruction that bas befallen a number 
of ita sister orbs during the centuries 
past. In 1866 and in 1876 two suns or 
stars of second magnitude, one in the 
constellation Northeru Crown, the 
other in Cygnus, flashed and burned 
with more than a thousand times their 
usual luster and beat aud tbeu died out 
like a candle expirlng in its socket and 
Were seen no more. Our sun ia gov- 
erned by the same laws and surrounded 
by the same dangers that environs Its 
sister suns, aud may be subject to the 
vanie fate, involving destruction to all 
the plavets that revolve around it, 
wheu dissipated by heat they would 
again fi owt Io space Jn nebala as attenu 
ated as that from which they came, 
yet to be agaiu condensed into new born 
planetary systems, and thus perform 
another of the never euding cyciea of 
existence and destruc:iion that have 
marked the periods of eternity past and 
will continue through all eternity to 
come, 

It ib a sad aud solemn thought of 
aclence that thls is to be the fate of our 
beautiful earth, yet it is bared uon 
sclentitie kuowletye of the awful forves 
that move all materlal forms from 
atoms to worlds, nud planetary systems, 
yet while the matter and laws that 
govern are thug Investigated aud as- 
sured, that wonderful actence of life the 
liviug progreseing buman soul, defylog 
the mechunolsm of the laboratory and 


the skill of the zavants shows no such 
elements of decay aud death.

Prof. J. Clegg Wright's closing lecture 
on last Sunday evening at G. A. R. hall 
was a masterly one in the psychic science.
